but One for Fellowship, 

Bartlett Says. 

MEMORY TEST, FEATURE 

A "debunking" speech and a 
demonstration of memory training 
featured the monthly evening of the 
Bala-Cynwyd-Narberth Rotary 
Tuesday at the Cynwyd Club. Mu- 
sic was furnished by the Lower 
Merion Junior High School orches- 
tra. 

C. Edwin Bartlett, former presi- 
dent of the Philadelphia Club, spoke 
under the general topic of Rotary 
education. His talk did not run in 
the usual vein of exposition of 
formal principles of Rotary, but re- 
solved itself into a plea for common 
sense. 

"I only plead for sanity," said 
Mr. Bartlett, in commenting on wild 
remarks made about Rotary and in 
its name. "It is time we went se- 
riously into the matter of debunk- 
ing the organization." 

Mr. Bartlett referred particularly 
to that type of speech and writing 
which finds its way into the Ameri- 
can mercury as a horrible example 
under its "Americana" department. 
The speaker did not criticise the 
magazine — rather he spoke against 
the wild talkers who are responsible 
for the puerilities quoted. 
Pokes Justified. 

"The words that Rotary is 'the 
hope of the world', that Christ was 
the first Rotarian. and similar ex- 
tiavagant claims lay the organiza- 
tion open to justifiable pokes by its 
critics,'' Mr. Bartlett said. 

"Rotary is not a religion, not a 
sect. It extends through most of 
the countries, religions and classes 
of people in the world. Rotary was 
not founded to paint white lines on

French Consul Brings Paris 

Home With Him to Bryn Mawr 



Rene Weiller, French consul at 
Philadelphia, always takes his Paris 
home with him wherever he goes. 

When in the consular service at 
Moscow, at Christiana, at Genoa and 
at .Stuttgart he and his family lived 
in neither a Russian, a Norwegian, an 
Italian nor a German home. They 
lived in a French home. Now he has 
transplanted his French home here. 

He has brought to his new home at 
042 Montgomery avenue, Bryn Mawr. 
all the furniture, the tapestries and 
rugs, the pictures, the chinaware and 
the books that he had in his home in 
France. More than this, he has 
brought even the electric-light fixtures 
and antique chandeliers that adorned 
his Parisian home. 

Lucienne, the French maid, who also 
Aas brought with them, together with 
the touches of French taste in furnish- 
ing that Mrs. Weiller has employed 
in blending the few American articles 
in the house with the French furni- 
ture, give the home its characteris- 
tically French atmosphere.

On the mantel over the fireplace the ! 
appointments of which were brought I 
from Paris and are very old, on the f 
deep-cut window ledges and on a desk j 
in the consul's library stand curious 
and valuable heirlooms, ancient pew- 
ter pieces, Chinese figures and African 
weapons that were given to the Weil- 
lers by friends. In the drawing room 
a glass-top table over in one corner 
displays delicately carved ivory fans, 
a snuff box that belonged to a courtier 
in the days of Napoleon I, and antique 
bracelets, all heirlooms handed down 
through Mr. Weiller's family. 

Already the home of the Weillers, 
still dominantly French, contains 
something American. The dainty 
blue-and-pink voile curtains that tint 
the light that comes into this French 
home in the daytime were bought in 
Philadelphia.

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Soil and fertilizers. Let us take the 
average condition in a suburban lot 
and agree that, in its original condi- 
tion, the soil is not in perfect condition 
for making a garden, cither for vege- 
tables or flowers. . 

In all probability the soil is heavy 
clay. Clay contains all the chemical 
elements that most plants need for 
growth, but it is the physical condition 
of the soil that makes it difficult for 
the plant to root deeply and find mois- 
ture through the hot months of sum- 
mer The clay will bake and shed the 
water that should percolate through to 
the plant roots and the soil will be 
difficult to cultivate and to keep tree 
of weeds. . 

In the vegetable garden it is a 
simple matter to cover the surface with 
animal manures, to turn it in and mix 
i: thoroughly with the clay and make 
soil of fine tilth that is at the same 
time rich in plant food. , 

However, in the flower garden the 
matter is quite different because the i 
plants arc of a less rugged nature than j 
the annual vegetables and the flower . 
garden is not as conveniently ciuti- , 
vated as the vegetable garden. 

Many of the flowering plants are 
perennial and are subject to Hingus 
diseases which destroy them and these ■ 
fungus diseases are bred in the manures , 
in the process of breaking down to j 
become humus. . ' 

The chief value of the manure in the 
vegetable garden is the formation ot 
humus which combined with the clay 
of the original soil makes a line soil 
for plants, the clay is broken up and 
opened, the soil retains moisture, the 
soil is easilv cultivated, the soil being 
open allows" a free circulation of wa.ter 
and air going in and liquid plant food 
from the soil to the plant rootlets. 

For the flower garden we iie,eu 
humus in a clean form and a small in- 
vestment in humus will correct the 
clay for all time and make a permanent 

garden. . . ., 

Our garden supplv man can furnish 
the humus in bags of 100 pounds and 
the deeper it is dug in and the better 
it is mixed with the clay the better our 
plants will root and grow; and the 
easier the garden will be to cultivate 
and keep free of weeds. There are no 
weed seeds in the commercial humus 
while manures will provide a bounti- 
ful supply. . , .. „ 

Garden peat moss is also another 
means of furnishing humus although 
the peat moss comes in large bales 
which is sometimes too much for the 
small planting. 

Both commercial humus and peat 
moss are highly acid and where a 
considerable quantity is used it is 
advisable to use some ground lime- 
stone or garden line to counteract the 
acid and bring the soil over to the 
neutral or alkaline side. 

Rhododendrons, boxwood, laurel and 
azaleas as well as pyrethrum, colum- 
bine, lupins, chrysanthemums ant 
woods plants all require an acid soil 
without any lime. The strawberry also 
likes acid soil. 

Practicallv all of the other garden 
flowers and all of the vegetables thrjvc 
in a sweet or alkaline soil and the lime 
that is used to bring about this condi- 
tion will also open up the soil and make 
it friable. , . , 

If sand is added to the mixture of 
clay, humus and lime the drainage will 
be improved and the soil still easier 
cultivated. I

It will be known as "The Flower 
Festival" this year, and will be in com- 
memoration of the one hundredth an- 
niversary of the Pennsylvania Horticul- 
tural Society. 

More than $25,000 in prizes will be 
offered for exhibits. There will be 
classes for private growers, who are 
the owners of large estates in and 
around Philadelphia, the exhibits be- 
ing prepared by the horticulturists and 
head gardeners on these estates. Many j 
owners of horticultural collections willj 
participate, including Joseph E. VVid- ; 
ener, Jr., F. Eugene Dixon, William 
duPont, Louis Burk, C. Hartman 
Kuhn. There will be a large display of 
orchids from these estates, many plants 
being worth thousands of dollars. 

There will be special classes for 
women and also for garden clubs and 
for gardens prepared by school chil- 
dren.

The Old Merion Meeting House 




Old Merion Meeting Has Been 

Landmark for Over Two Centuries 



Built by Welsh Friends in 

1695, Is in Fine State of 

Preservation. 



On Montgomery avenue at the cor- 
ner of Meeting House Lane stands a 
building which has been a landmark 
for over two and a quarter centuries. 
When all the surrounding territory 
was pathless woods and the only roads 
were Indian trails the Society of 
Friends established their Meeting 
House. Not only is this Merion 
Preparative Meeting a source of in- 
spiration to the Friends themselves, 
but may well be a point of pride to 
the community to have a building of 
such great historical importance and 
interest in its midst. 

The Welsh Friends who established 
this Meeting came to this country in 
the ship "Lyon" in 1(i8:i. Tt came up 
the Schuylkill as far as possible, when 
passengers left the vessel and walked 
to what is now Pencoyd. settling for 
some miles in and around the coun- 
try. The land occupied by these 
Friends included the ground on which 
the Merion Meeting House now 



stands. These Friends were the found- 
ers of the Merion Meeting, naming it 
for their homeland across the sea- 
Merionethshire — a county of North 
Wales, which was named after a prince 
who ruled there over 1000 years ago. 

From this rugged part of the old 
world came these serious, trusting 
people; persecuted in their own coun- 
try, they sought peace and freedom 
here, a blessing in which they were 
not disappointed and which their de- 
scendants enjoy to this day. It is said 
that they worshiped at first under a 
tent until a log cabin was built some 
200 feet cast of the present building 
in which the meeting was held tempo- 
rarily. The present stone building was 
built in 160"). This was repaired and 
plastered in 18:'i)-:!0. It has often been 
regretted that the old stones were 
plastered over. 

The Meeting House is in an excel- 
lent state of preservation and is well 
cared for from funds with which it 
has been endowed by a number of its 
friends who have come and gone, and 
who worshiped here during the two 
and a quarter centuries that have 
passed. William Pcnn worshiped here 
as have many other noted men of the 



Quaker faith. On the grounds are 
venerable trees and an ancient horse 
block — a survival of days long gone 
by, which is incorporated in the wall 
bv the roadside. 

The graveyard of the Merion 
Friends' Meeting is just east of the 
present house, and is protected by 
a stone wall surrounded by an iron 
fence. Passing through the iron gates 
at the side of the Meeting House and 
going along the straight pebbled walk 
we find that the markers with their 
simple legends are difficult to read. 
There are only about 225 graves thus 
marked, which is a very small per- 
centage of the thousands of people 
here interred. The first burial at the 
Friends' Merion Meeting House 
graveyard of which there is any record 
is Catherine Reese, who died Fighth 
Month 2:ird, 1082, daughter of Ed- 
ward Reese, of Wales. 

The minutes of the meeting held as 
early as the year 1084 are still pre- 
served. In the minutes kept by 
women Friends one finds "8 shillings 
paid for cleaning the Merion Meeting 
House" in lfiOli, and for several suc- 
cessive years there are similar entries. 
On the 10th of Third Month in the 
year 1G9H in solemn assembly at the 
Friends' public Meeting House at 
Merion, a marriage was solemnized. 

There was a school in the attic over 
the Meeting loft about 18:»0-18;i0. It 
is said that this portion of the Meet- 
ing House was not added until the 
nineteenth century. 

Many of the benches used in the 
Meeting have been in use over 200 
years and are today in a good state of 
preservation. There is a gallery over 
the main meeting room where it is 
related the young people used to 
gather over a century ago when the 
lower part was filled to overflowing. 
The original seats there also are in. a 
fairly good state of preservation. 

Some interesting incidents are 
chronicled concerning the Meeting 
House property. Hugh Roberts, a 
friend of William Penn, at whose 
house Penn often stopped, presented 
the Meeting with a handsome sun dial 
which was placed in front of the 
House, but near enough to the road 
so that people could see and read it 
from the roadside. It stood there until 
the Revolutionary War. when it was 
confiscated on account of the large 
amount of lead in it. It is claimed 
that it was taken by American soldiers 
and made info bullets. 

The paths through the woods in 
these days were made by the Indians. 
When the Meeting House was erected 
there were no public highways; com- 
munication between the houses, places 
of business and of worship being only 



by these paths. It was only with the 
arrival of these Welsh Friends and 
William Penn that road building 
began. 

The ' horseway is first mentioned 
when the pack horse with sacks, wal- 
lets and baskets or panniers was the 
mode of transportation. Five hundred 
pack horses have been seen at one 
time. They were generally led in di- 
visions of 12 or IS and carried about 
200 pounds weight each. 

Early in the eighteenth century the 
court confirmed the laying out of a 
road from Merion Friends Meeting 
House to Middle Ferry on the Schuyl- 
kill, crossing High street, now Market, 
which was no doubt the first part of 
the old road to Lancaster. In later 
years other parts of this road to Lan- 
caster were built. This old Lancaster 
road is now Montgomery pike. 

The Merion Meeting is called a 
Preparative Meeting since it is the 
lowest form of meeting. It is under 
the Radnor Monthly Meeting, together 
with three other preparative meetings. 
The Radnor Meeting is, in turn, under 
the Philadelphia Quarterly Meeting, 
which is under the Philadelphia Yearly 
Meeting. The Yearly Meetings were 
inaugurated back in the time of George 
Fox in England. 

The active membership of the Mer- 
ion Meeting at the present time con- 
sists of forty-two, which ranges all 
the way from Philadelphia to Haver- 
ford. The First Day School which 
meets every first day at 10 A. M., at 
which singing is a recent innovation, 
has a membership of thirty. 

The Meeting House is open every 
First Day for Worship at 11 o'clock. 
For the past two years a greatly in- 
creased interest has been taken by its 
members and friends and generally a 
goodly number meet to worship. All 
seats are free and a cordial invitation 
is extended to visitors.
